V j. Harrieon was interviewed by Ueutenante C. C. Wallace and.P.O. 
^Ca^ at l2^oon on Hovember 2 9 , 196J. The interview waaesseu- 
tially the same as his original report dated Hovember 27, 1963. The 
following was added by ¥♦ J» Harrison* . 

I was assigned to the basement of the City Hall by Captain Martin. I 
was there approximately 10 minutes before the prisioner Oswald was 
btought^ut^onto the rLp. Prior to that I toot up a post Hetween th. 
west wall of the drive way and the ramp. Aslreoall, tto television 
lights were to my left and there was a reporter vith amike, who is 
whown in the picture of the shooting, standing to “y ^ight. A 
Oswald and the esoorts came out on the ramp, Jaok Eutjr, 
known for several years lunged past me on my left side and ™s pull 
ing his gun at the time. I immediately reoognized him and shouted, 
"Jack." I tried to grab him as he passed me, 

Baby was not in the crowd prior to this time. 

As the shooting was over, I held Euby *^2a°£by 

eearohed him. I believe this man was Captain King. 1 recall au»y 
saying, "Youall know me, l«m Jack Euby." One officer asked him why 
he did it, and he answered, "I hope I killed the S, 0, B.
